VISALIA — Compliance with 
cotton plowdown deadline of 
February 1 not only involves 
farmers of Tulare county, but 
business people as well, for 
cotton represents a major item 
in the county’s general economy 
and if the Pink Bollworm gets 
out of control, the general 
economy will suffer. 

And the Pink Bollworm has 
never had a better opportunity 
to infest the cotton-growing 
counties of the San Joaquin 
valley than it now has, according 


non-sterile Pink Bollworm moth 
recoveries have been made this 
season in Tulare county cotton 
fields compared to 54 finds in 
1975, with highest count in 
southeastern Tulare county. 

Moths may have been blown 
over. the mountains from 
heavily-infested southern 
California by “Hurricane Liza” 
in September, or it is possible 
that the additional moth 
population may indicate an 
increasing, local moth 
population.

“*Regardless of where the 
moths are coming from, the 
potential for winter survival of 


larvae and a subsequent serious 
outbreak is threatening for next 
season,” the Farm Advisors say. 

As they explain the situation, 
overwintering larvae will pupate 
next spring and emerge as adult 
moths. The mated females will 
lay 50 to 200 or more eggs. A 
complete generation, from adult 
to adult, takes as little as three 
to four weeks. This means that 
six or more generations of Pink 
Bollworm are ‘possible in a 
season. Thus, the potential for 
this pest to inflict serious losses 
to the cotton industry in the 
valley is enormous.

the winter in the mature larval 
Stage. Larvae are found in old 
bolls and cotton seed left in the 
field or in flimsy cocoons spun 
in trash in soil on or very near 
the ground surface. The 
“weak-link” in their life cycle 
can be exploited by Tulare 
county cotton growers through 
cotton plowdown program. 


The number of larvae 
overwintering will depend to a 
large extent on the cotton 
grower. The cooperative sterile 
moth program is a valuable tool, 
but good cultural and 
mechanical means remain the 


industry’s major hope for 
effective control. 


County Agricultural 
Commissioner Clyde Churchill 
Says that ‘‘growers are 
progressing well toward 
complying with the February 1 
plowdown deadline, but even if 
only five per cent fail to comply, 
a lot of problems can result.” 


Churchill says that 
representatives of his office will 
continue to check compliance 
and that after February 1 will 
issue citations to growers who 
have not completed their 
plowdown.

THE PIONEER LAND COMPANY 


A paper presented at a meeting of Inter Se on April 26, 1974 
By Frances Marie Brey 


Until a few years ago, this was a well-known name in the 
Porterville area. Today, people look at you and ask, “What was 
the Pioneer Land Company? We have never heard of it.” In the 
early days of Porterville, the company played a very important 
part in the development of the community. The area of Porterville 
and the surrounding territory was a much larger territory than it 
now is. This territory included the foothills and mountain regions 
to the east as far as the Kern River Valley, and from the Kaweah 
Delta on the north to the Rag Gulch and White River country to 
the south and westward half-way across the valley to the district 
bordered on the west by the main line of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. 

Prior to 1849 and 1850, with the exception of a few white 
men, hunters, explorers, etc., the region was occupied by the 
Monache Indian tribes. These were practically unknown. For the 
most part, the Indians lived in the mountain areas, and the valleys, 
and spent much of their time during the warm summer on the 
great Tulare Lake. Hunting, fishing and boating were the means of 
securing food. Deer and animals were plentiful. Acorns were the 
source of flour and meal for which they had developed their own 
special method of leaching to make their meal. They had their 
own method of gathering salt from salt grass, thus adding salt to 
their diet. 

A few early settlers who established themselves in the region 
were interested in wild horses and sheep and cattle raising. Their 
homes ere mostly in the foothills before the ““No Fence Law” and 
the cattle and sheep roamed at will. They were distinguished by 
what is known as a brand. The brand was burned into the hide at 
the season round-up. This “No Fence Law” was enacted in 1851 
and made it imperative that owners fence their property. Feed for 
the animals was plentiful in wet years. In drought years, the cattle 
were driven back into the mountains where greener grass was 
plentiful. 

In 1850, when gold was discovered and the Gold Rush ensued, 
many miners were located in such locations as Tail Holt, which is 
now known as White River; Plano, Fountain Springs and 
Springville. It is not known how much gold was discovered, but 
feuds over land and diggins and sites were common. In “Uncle 
Jeff's Story,” we find an account of a murder between Groupie 
and Gordon. It is assumed Groupie, or Ketcham as he was known, 
got the money which was buried on White River. In fact, it was 
not safe to carry any money on your person and most of it was 
buried. 

As the years rolled along, the community of Plano was the 
leading settlement. Many families settled there. A few members of 
these early settlers put down roots and have remained. 

The area south and west of the Valley was gradually settled and 
farming was attempted. Water was needed and settlers took it 
from the Tule River and other streams which flowed at will 
through the land. In case of dry years, these settlers began to 
attempt to secure water from under the ground. They would dig 
holes, and through the aid of hand pumps, would manage to 
secure enough water to carry on their farming. Then the artesian 
well came into being. Water at that time was near the surface. 
Several of these wells were developed and proved satisfactory.

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WINTER APPLICATION OF FERTILIZER 
RECOMMENDED FOR MATURE CITRUS 


By John Pehrson 
Tulare County Farm Advisor 


Many fertilizers save greatest 
effectiveness when applied in the 
winter. Experimental evidence 
obtained from orchard trials in 
Tulare County show that for 
mature ctirus trees a single 
application in the winter is just 
as good as multiple applications 
at other times of the year. 
Similar tests in other citrus 
growing areas also verify these 
results. Split applications can be 
limited to young trees. 

Additional. benefits from a 
single winter application of 
nitrogen containing fertilizer 
have been. measured for the 
quality of oranges. As a matter 
of fact the application of 
nitrogen to mature orange trees 
in the summer results in adverse 
effect on fruit quality. 

The specific need for a 
fertilizer element should be 
determined before application. 
This is best done by use of leaf 
analysis, observations on 
symptoms. of deficiencies and 
knowledge gained from 
controlled field experiments. 

Many growers have learned 
from leaf analysis information 
that their orchards require only 
a single element, nitrogen. This 
can be supplied from any of the 
following materials, i.e., urea, 
ammonium nitrate, calcium 
nitrate, ammonium sulfate. All 
have been successfully applied as 
a single application in the 
winter. 


Selection of a fertilizer 
material is based on soil pH. 
Some citrus soils have become 
fairly acid as the result of long 
term usage of ammonia type 
fertilizers. Citrus orchard soils 
can be found with pH levels as 
low as 5.5. On such soils it is not 
advisable to continue using 
ammonium sulfate or urea since 
they are strong acid formers. 

Growers often raise questions 
about the necessity of applying 
phosphorus and potassium to 
citrus orchards. Leaf analysis 
information serves as a guide to 
answer these questions and is the 
preferred test for these elements. 
Soil fertility tests have not given 
measurements that are reliable in 
developing threshold levels for 
perennial deep rooted tree crops. 
Over several decades of testing 
citrus soil the levels for 
potassium has ranged from 40 to 
200 parts per million (ppm) in 
the saturated soil extract of 
good orchards. The soil tests for 
fertility levels have only been 
standardized for shallow rooted 
annual crops. 

For most deep rooted 
perennial crops it is desirable to 
explore potential potassium 
hunger with leaf tissue analysis 
and foliar spray treatments of 
potassium nitrate for correction. 
The foliar spray is preferred as 
the initial treatment because 
many of the citrus soils in Tulare 
County contain clay minerals 
that “fix” or absorb and tie up 
substantial quantities of 


potassium fertilizer.

said the falling water tables 
caused by an overdraft currently 


-estimated at 1% million acre feet 


annually would be accompanied 
by an increasingly serious 
problem of land subsidence in 
the area. 

The bureau is conducting 
Mid-Valley studies in 
conjunction with the California 
Department of Water Resources; 
Dudley and. Frank Cotton, 
representing the state agency, 
estimated it will be at least eight 
months before a plan is available 
for review by water users. 

The speakers said that as now 
structured, the Mid-Valley 
project would bring a maximum 
of 650,000 acre feet of water to 
the east side, with a portion of 
that figure destined for wildlife 
and other environmental and 
recreational uses. Thirty four 
districts have requested water 
from the project, with the 
requests totalling nearly two 

illion acre feet. 

Representatives of the 
districts adopted a resolution, 
Monday, stating that the 
governing board of the 
Mid-Valley committee will be 
Area 2 and Area 3 directors of 
the East Side Project association, 
from Merced through Kern 
counties. Lyle Martin of 
Kingsburg, East Side association 
president, will serve as 
committee chairman. 

Function of the committee is 
“to engage in such activities as 
are necessary Or appropriate to 
the promotion and furtherance 
of the proposed Mid-Valley 
canal.”
